Yarrows shipyard in 
Esquimau will likely begin 
work in August on the biggest 
passenger ship it has built in 
almost 30 years—a B.C. ferry 
with twice the car capacity of 
current stretch ferries. 

The job will eventually 
employ about 350 men and the 
ship will be completed around 
the end of next year, a com¬ 
pany spokesman said. 

The ferry contract was one 
of three worth $48 million 
announced by the provincial 
government Friday. The other 
two ships will be built in 
Vancouver. 

The ferry being built at 
Yarrows is one of twins to ply 
between Vancouver Island 
and the mainland. 

She will have room for 362 
cars, will have escalators, no 
dining room but a large 
cafeteria, be powered at each 
end and cruise at about 20 
knots. 

Her twin will be built at the 
North Vancouver yard of 
Burrard Dry Dock Ltd. which 
is the parent company of 
Yarrows. 

The third contract, for a 
truck-trailer ferry, was 
awarded to Vancouver 
Shipyards Ltd. The trailer 
ferry, which will cost almost 
$12 million, will be able to 
carry 58, 40-foot trailers or 145 
standard cars. It will also 
operate between Vancouver 
Island and the mainland. 

Total cost of the three 
ferries to B.C. will be $40.5 
million, said Transport 
Minister Robert Strachan. 
The additional $7.5 million will 
come from the federal 
government through its 
programs to subsidize 
Canadian shipbuilders. 

Bids were limited to B.C. 
companies and only Burrard 
Dry Dock and Vancouver 
Shipyards tendered, said 
Strachan. He admitted the

Summer-like weather will 
continue in Victoria today and 
Wednesday as the main storm 
track remains slightly south 
of Vancouver Island.

Estimates were made about 
a year ago, he said, and since 
then cost of steel alone has 
risen about 60 per cent. 

Besides employing 350 at 
Esquimau, the contracts will 
mean work for about 700 in 
Vancouver over the next 18 
months. 

George Forbes, technical 
manager at Yarrows for 
many years, and now sales 
and industrial manager at 
Burrard, said drawings have 
to be completed before work 
can begin at Yarrows and 


most of this work will be done 
in Vancouver. 

The wock force at the 
Esquimalt yard will build up 
over a period of time and 
could top 350 but that will 
likely be the average, he said. 

The Yarrows yard has built 
some destroyer escorts but 
the last big passenger ship 
was the Prince George, built 
in 1947 for Canadian National 
Railways. She sails out of 
Vancouver to Alaska. 

Asked if Yarrows an¬ 
ticipates problems finding 
qualified workers, Forbes 
said the company "is always 
looking for good tradesmen” 
and recently hired about 20 
platers in Eastern Canada. 


Neil Hindle, business agent 
for the boilermakers’ union, 
said there is a shortage of 
steel workers in the welding, 
boilermaker and ship-fitting 
trades. 

Yarrows has openings for 
welders who can pass the 
company test, he said, 
stressing a class one welder's 
ticket is not required. 

Workers being brought from 
Eastern Canada have been 
guaranteed six months work 
but all indications point to a 
much longer period than that, 
he said. 

Hiring is being done through 
the union office at 802 
Esquimau Rd.

Library fears move

of the board’s program to 
facilitate the budget cutback. 

City council last week 
passed a motion calling on the 
board to cut the budget in¬ 
crease.

SATURDAY SITTING MISSES OBJECTIVE 


Easter finish unlikely for legislature 


In an extraordinary move 
by the government, the B.C. 
legislature sat for more than 
five hours Saturday in an 
attempt to speed up approval 
of government spending 
estimates. 

But even with the special 
Saturday sitting, party whips 
now see little chance of the 
session finishing before 
Easter. 

Premier Barrett is expected 
to recess the house April 12, 
Good Friday, and recall it 
April 29 when he returns from 
a visit to Japan. 

The house sat for 14 hours 
Friday without a break for 
dinner and midnight the 
premier adjourned the house 
until 10 a m. Saturday. 

_ Premier Barrett told 
reporters he called the special 
sitting to get approval on 
departmental estimates 


debate on which has been 
dragging for over a month. 

But first thing Saturday 
morning, instead of calling for 
debate of the housing 
department estimates, 
Barrett began second reading 
of the Burrard Inlet Fund 
Amendment Act. 

The act would virtually 
abandon plans for a third 
crossing between the North 
Shore and Vancouver and 
allow a $27 million fund, set up 
by the Social Credit ad¬ 
ministration. to be used for 
other rapid transit services. 

Debate on the bill continued 
for three hours, with Liberal 
members voicing strong 
disapproval and supporting 
immediate action on a new 
third crossing, and then a 
government member ad¬ 
journed debate and the house 


moved into debate of the 
housing estimates. 

After less than two hours of 
discussion, the house ap¬ 
proved the estimates of 
Housing Minister Lome 
Nicolson’s office and Barrett 
adjourned the house until 
Monday, much to the relief of 
opposition members. 

Highways departmental 
estimates were approved late 
Friday afternoon and the 
house moved on to the housing 
department which was 
debated until midnight 
Friday. 

Many observers believed 
the housing department would 
prove one of the most con¬ 
tentious estimates to be 
discussed and predicted the 
house would sit all weekend 
but an agreement between the 
government and opposition 
members came early 


Saturday afternoon. The 
government promised that if 
housing estimates were ap¬ 
proved, Barrett would ad¬ 
journ until Monday. 

The rush to get approval of 
estimates is based on two time 
factors. 

The fiscal year began 
Monday, April 1, and ideally 
the budget estimates are 
given approval by then. Since 
the estimates have not been 
approved by the legislature, 
unanimous approval for a 
special warrant of money 
must be given in order to 
carry on the business of 
government. 

While the government could 
not hope to have the stimate 
approvals given by Monday 
they hope to finish them as 
soon as possible. 

Also, Barrett is leaving for 
his trip to Japan on April 13 


and the government had 
originally hoped to finish the 
session by that date. 

It now appears there is no 
possibility of finishing all the 
business by that date but the 
government may have been 
trying to gain control of the 
debate by taking a strong, 
tough line on the long-winded 
debate by the opposition. 

Emery Barnes, government 
whip who discusses with his 
counterparts from the op¬ 
position how the debate should 
be handled), took a gloomy 
view of how the session is 
progressing. 

He hinted that all-night 
sittings were a possibility, but 
it is the question of all-night 
sittings that is blamed for the 
slow progress. 

Oppositioi. party whips said 
Barrett is locked into a 
commitment not to hold all¬ 


night sittings, which in the 
Socred era he criticized as 
"legislation by exhaustion." 

Liberal whip Garde Gardom 
said the premier had com¬ 
mitted a “grave tactical 
error” when he expected that 
the session would move at its 
usual pace after he promised 
not to hold all-night sittings 

Socred whip Ed Smith 
blamed the government's lack 
of communication with the 
Opposition for the disjointed 
debate. 

"The government has never 
accepted its responsibilities. 
They are still acting "like the 
opposition, fighting long- 
forgotten battles the public 
has lost interest in long ago,” 
Smith said. 

Hugh Curtis, Conservative 
party whip, sa(d the only way 
to adjourn by {Caster was the 

for the government to 


abandon "virtually all its bills 
until the next session.” That 
possibility, he said, was 
remote and he predicted a 
long session. 

Curtis said the premier 
would be in no position to 
speed up the debate by 
moving to all-night sittings. 

"We all have his quotes in 
our desks regarding night 
sittings,” he said. But he 
added that these would cer¬ 
tainly move the session at a 
faster pace 

Curtis also doubted whether 
the house would sit during 
Barrett’s trip to Japan 

"I don’t think the premier 
would feel confident to leave 
the house in the hands of 
Eileen Dailly or any other 
cabinet minister during a two- 
week absence,” he said.

She is, indeed, four distinct women in one handsome package 

She is, first of all, a kind of airborne housewife, charged with 
the care, the feeding and the comfort of her family of 
passengers. She does this with an efficiency and spirit that very 
often makes an aluminum tube, five miles or more in the sky. 
seem a home away from home. 

She is, secondly, a hostess with the responsibility of putting at 
ease a collection of assorted people who, in most cases, would 
very much rather be someplace else, preferably on the ground. 

Thirdly, she is, in a sense, a performer, for all eyes are on her 
seeking reassurance and, in fact, her manner and appearance 
are judged in much the same way as a director casts a new 
show. 

It is the only job in the world in which the applicant must know 
the workings of a rubber, self-inflating life raft, the correct 
temperature for a baby's bottle and have trim ankles as well. 

Finally, she is something of an adventuress or she wouldn't 


have considered this unlikely livelihood in the first place. 

But none of these admirable qualities fully explains the role 
the stewardess has played in the acceptance of air travel which 
is. simply, to make it appear logical. 

Almost everybody is nervous of flying and that includes those 
who profess not to be. Flying is for the birds. It is unnatural for 
man and so he’s either uneasy or petrified, depending on the 
range of his imagination. 

The stewardess calms these fears from the moment she 
welcomes you aboard, so briskly yet so charmingly. Your 
subconscious response is that well, shucks, everything is bound 
to be smooth sailing or else why would this pretty girl be going 
along voluntarily? 

You see this particularly in moments of turbulence when 
passengers instinctively look to the stewardess and, seeing her 
so matter-of-fact, so bright of smile, perhaps lightly joking 


about the bumps with some first-timer, accept the fact that ^ 
is the way airplanes are and were meant to be. 

Perhaps the classic example that comes to mind is the \ 
ching of an airliner bound for Honolulu from San Francisco. 

As a regular traveller of the airways I’ve an almost morfl 
curiosity about the morale of those passengers who knew, T 
five long hours, that they were going into the ocean.

It has ccme as a shock to

Farquhar. is quoted in the 
Express as being “flab¬ 
bergasted” by the rejection of 
the salary offer. There is no 
reason for this. The faculty 
association's proposal to the 
administration made it clear 
that the faculty wishes to 
reverse a long-term erosion of

There should be a sign in the legislature's public galleries 
saying something like, "What you hear in this chamber is of no 
relevance to anyone or anything." 

Without such a warning, spectators stumbling into the 
current session might get the impression they are actually 
witnessing a bona fide debate on important matters. 

And nothing could be further from the truth, at least last 
week. The session has been disappointing sc far, but by Friday 
afternoon it became clear that it was going from bad to worse. 

The public galleries were crowded Friday afternoon when the 
house debated Highways Minister Graham Lea's estimates. 
Sccred after socred jumped up and talked about highways; 
anything about highways that came into their minds. 

And this is where spectators were completely misled. The 
socreds were no more interested in talking about highways than 
Charley Cahplin’s maiden aunt, but they had a reason for 
filibustering the debate.

Unknown to spectators, the socreds had offered Thursday to 
approve the highways estimates that night, provided the 
housing department's estimates would be up for debate starting 
9 a.m. Friday and there would a definite adjournament af 2 p.m. 

The government whip turned down the offer, apparently 
because he felt there was nothing in the deal for the govern¬ 
ment. 

When the government rejected the deal, the socreds dug in 
their heels and filibustered the highways debate. 

The result: The house was still talking about highways 
Friday night when the estimates could have had approval 
Thursday night and the house could have been five hours into 
the housing estimates. 

It's doubtful whether the same thing would have happened 
had Premier Barrett been here, but that’s another question. 

As it stood, people in the public galleries really didn't get 
much of a chance to witness a serious debate, but they probably 
don’t even realize that. 

Small wonder that the public's opinion of politicians is so 
low.

Chambers of commerce in 
B.C. have been urged by their 
provincial president to reject 
a "passive non-political role” 
and "to examine and question 
legislation which is seen to 
threaten economic stability.” 

Frank Beinder of Trail, 
addressing directors of the 
Victoria chamber last week, 
said the "very significant 
change in political philosophy 
at the legislative level 
demands a careful re- 
evaluation” of the 
organization's activities. 

“I reject ... the argument 
that the chamber is not a 
political organization,” 
Beinder said. "Let no one 
forget that social directions 
and changes are hammered 
out in the political arena, and 
to fail to question legislation 
must be regarded as an 
abrogation of social 
responsibility. 

"I do not point the finger 
specifically at any one party, 
but no intrusion of govern¬ 
ment into what has 
traditionally been regarded as 
the private sector should be 
lightly regarded." 

He acknowledged that 
"whether we as businessmen 
like it or not" all the signs 
suggest an inevitable growth 
in the role of government in 
the economy, and that there is 
a "mutual interdependence” 
between business and 
government.

A prison 
In trouble? 

Upgrading to medium security status 

angers residents, politician, inmates 


By and large the ratepayers 
in the area don’t like it and the 
leader of B.C.’s Conservative 
party doesn’t like it. 

But William Head Prison, 
former quarantine station 
now showpiece of Canada’s 
prison system, has done its 
time (13 years) as a minimum 
security institution and is 
involving itself more deeply in 
prison business. 

Acting director John 
Sheridan says the prison is 
scheduled to receive full 
medium security status later 
this spring or early summer. 

And its future — viewed 
from inside or out—looks 
more secure than ever. 

"I think it will be here to 
stay,” says Sheridan. 

With the medium security 
rating, an influx of more 
escape-prone prisoners will be 
matched by the addition of 
; some 70 general staff, the 
; doubling and arming of 
perimeter guards, the 
building of a $300,000 fence 
and a general tightening up of 
movement within the prison. 

It will also mean the start of 
an ambitious rehabilitation 
scheme — tried with varying 
success throughout Canada — 
called the “Living Unit 
Program,” whereby family- 
type counselling is available 
to inmates 16 hours a day. 

The construction of a new 
administrative block and 
possibly a new inmate 
gymnasium could push the 
total bill for upgrading the 
prison to $3 million, according 
to an unofficial estimate. 

But as correctional staff are 
quick to point out, that’s a 
great deal cheaper than 
building a new medium 
security jail from scratch 
elsewhere in the province. 

As far as Sheridan is con¬ 
cerned, the upgrading will 
mean very little ru.\ change: 
"It’s not going to mean a 
damn bit of difference except 
we’ll have a new fence and 
additional security.” 

However, area ratepayers 
have reacted fiercely, in¬ 
mates suspiciously, and Tory 
leader Dr. Scott Wallace 
• angrily, to the quiet but 
inexorable way the federal 
. government is revamping the 
controversial "jewel” of the 
' Pacific. 


Wallace dubbed the 
upgrading "almost a total 
waste of taxpayer money, it 
solves nothing.” 

He urges a total review of 
the penal system to find a 
more "intelligent” way to 
rehabilitate offenders. 

"There are too many people 
in jail or in Terms of con¬ 
finement, more than is 
necessary to serve the dual 
purpose of punishment and 
rehabilitation " 

Of the William Head in¬ 
mates interviewed by The 
Express, none had much good 
to say for the changeover 
from minimum to medium 
security which one prisoner 
called "the first instance of an 
institution being upgraded." 

They pointed to the grills 
recently bolted over dor¬ 
mitory windows and a general

deterioration in officer- 
inmate relationships as 
evidence that the new William 
Head will be a “de- 
sacializing" rather than a 
“rehabilitative" institution. 

They feel it is not fair that 
these who have worked hard 
to achieve minimum security 
listing should now be 
classified with higher risk 
offenders through nc fault of 
their own. 

The chairman of the inmate 
committee predicts the 
"likelihood of escapes will 
increase" with the arrival of a 
more hardened type of 
prisoner. 

Even with a new fence 
patrolled by armed perimeter 
guards, security could never 
be watertight, he said, and if 
there were escapes involving 
potentially dangerous men 
there would be a public outcry 
which could have a backlash 
effect on other inmates. 

As for the new counselling 
program, he predicted it 


would not be successful 
because to a prisoner a guard 
was a guard and "you can’t 
reform a man’s attitude 
towards inmates." 

He said the half-dozen new 
counsellors should be trained 
laymen rather than correc¬ 
tional officers “very much 
concerned with security." 

Far from welcoming in¬ 
creased security at the prison, 
Albert Head and Metchosin 
ratepayers’ associations have 
dubbed it a "retrograde step" 
and written Prime Minister 
Trudeau twice this month 
urging yet again the removal 
ct the prison from the area. 

Mrs. Shirley Wilde, realtor 
and Albert Head ratepayers 
president, points cut that with 
the building of the Lester B. 
Pearson College the risk of a 
foreign student being kid¬ 
napped by a prisoner and the 
government being “in¬ 
ternationally embarrassed" is 
"not unrealistic." 

Both Mrs. Wilde and her 
Metchosin counterpart John 
Waterman say that the prison 
cannot be made physically 
secure and view with horror 
the arrival of more escape- 
prone prisoners. 

As for the living unit 
counselling program, Mrs. 
Wilde said it was simply 
"babysitting, entertaining 
them sc they don’t get bored in 
their grandiose location." 

She said the cost of keeping 
a prisoner at William Head 
would rise from nearly $ 10,000 
to some $14,000 a year. 

However Geoff Mitchell, a 
former policeman and Met- 
chcsin sheep-farmer, 
describes the views of Mrs. 
Wilde and Waterman as 
purely "negative.” 

"They are thinking like 
some of the people that are 
shut up," he said, urging area 
ratepayers to think con¬ 
structively and see what they 
could do to "alleviate the 
problem that we have." 

"I can’t see where else you 
are going to put them (the 
prisoners),’’ he said, 
suggesting that Mrs Wilde 
and Waterman come forward 
with a "suitable substitute site 
where the people living in the 
vicinity will accept the in¬ 
stitution .” 

He looks on prisons -as 
necessary evils and says 
William Head is a "better 
neighbor" than a "honky-tonk 
summer resort" or pulp- 


mill.” Sheridan and other 
prison staff appear hardened 
to emotional reactions from 
neighbors and outsiders. 

They point cut that what the 
public wanted was security 
and the federal government is 
providing that security; what 
the inmates need is 
rehabilitation and they are 
providing them with 
rehabilitative programs. 

They say that the arrival of 
prisoners who are more prone 
to escape does not necessarily 
mean an influx of prisoners 
who are "dangerous” to the 
public. These men go to 


maximum security in¬ 
stitutions. 

Sheridan himself points out 
that the existing fence was 
designed simply to keep 
"picnickers cut" and a new 
fence was needed anyway. 

A 25-year prison service 
veteran who has seen at¬ 
titudes develop from the "old 
silent system’’ to a new 
rehabilitative emphasis, 
Sheridan himself predicts a 
better environment for staff 
and inmates* 

"We hope that there will be 
less escapes . . . there’s going 
to have to be less escapes."

Mercury's pitted surface 

A new moon 


PASADENA. Calif.—Mercury has a 
moon. 

That’s the discovery which is exciting 
scientific circles following close 
examination of photographs sent from the 
planet by the U.S. spaceship Marine 10. 

Scientists had not known about the 
moon previously. 

The photographs of Mercury were 
described by one scientist as "spectacular 
beyond my wildest expectations." 

Mariner skimmed just 450 miles above 
the planet's surface Friday, its cameras 
providing scientists with their first close- 


up glimpse of Mercury which is 92 million 
miles from earth. 

Dr. Bruce Murray said Mercury seems 
to resemble the moon in appearance—dry. 
desolate and pitted by thousands of 
craters, some of which were as large as 70 
miles across. He said its chances of sup¬ 
porting life were virtually nil. 

Mariner's cameras were shut off 
at the weekend because the ship suddenly 
lost power and the temperature rose inside 
the craft. Scientists do not know yet what 
is causing the power loss and. unless it can 
be corrected, a second pass of Mercury by 
Mariner later this year may be cancelled.

REGINA — Saskatchewan 
has joined Alberta in an¬ 
nouncing firm plans to reduce 
gasoline taxes and British 
Columbia is also studying 
ways to reduce the impact of 
higher oil prices. 

Premier Allan Blakeney 
said on the weekend 
Saskatchewan will reduce 
taxes on gasoline from 19 to 12 
cents a gallon, effective May 
15. Earlier. Alberta said it 
would trim its 15-cent a gallon 
tax by five cents on April 1. 

B.C. Premier Dave Barrett 
said Friday a number of 
alternatives will be discussed 
by cabinet this week before 
any decision is made. He did 
repeat an earlier statement 
that the government will not 
allow B.C. consumers to bear 


the full brunt of increases 
stemming from the lifting of 
the federal government's 
price freeze April 1 and the 
rise in prices $4 to $6.50 a 
barrel. 

Oil industry spokesmen 


have estimated that retail 
prices of gasoline in western 
Canada will climb about in 
cents a gallon as a result of the 
federal-provincial agreement 
reached last week in Ottawa. 

In addition to cutting seven 


cents from gasoline taxes, the 
Saskatchewan government is 
also lowering taxes on diesel 
fuel by five cents and sub¬ 
sidizing farmers to the extent 
of seven cents a gallon on 
farm used gasoline.

Playland complex planned 

Indoor-outdoor tennis 


Tom Gorman, Tom 
Leonard, Dick Knight, Mark 
Cox—these may well be some 
of the international stars 
tennis fans will be watching 
this season in Victoria. 

These four, plus a host of 
other well-known players, 
attracted by the first tour¬ 
nament ever to offer cash 
prizes on Vancouver Island, 
are expected to be here Aug. 5 
to 10 for the 77th annual B.C. 
Open championships. 

The B.C. Open is one of the 
oldest tournaments in North 
America and yet it’s expected 
that in one season the calibre 
of play in it will rise, in the 
words of one Victoria tennis 
official, “at least 200 per 
cent.” 

Well, tennis- wise 
Victoria is heading for the big 
time. The B.C. Open has won a 
place on the top-flight Pacific 
Northwest Satellite Circuit, 
which is a warm-up for the 
famed United States Open at 
Forest Hills, New York. 

For a group of 32 selected 
men stars, Victoria will be the 
sixth stop on a seven-tourney 
circuit. In order, the other 
tournaments are in Eugene, 
Portland, Tacoma, Seattle, 
Vancouver (B.C.) with the 
final one in Spokane, site of 
the 1974 World’s Fair. 

Victoria and Spokane are 
new venues for the Pacific 
Northwest loop, one of three 
new satellite circuits-the 
others are in Eastern U.S. and 
in Florida—designed to take 
some of the pressure off the 
regular pro circuits. 

The B.C. Open will offer a 
total of $ 2,000 in the men's 
singles and $400 in the men's 
doubles. Co-sponsors are the 
Wilson Sporting Goods

Even after Knight, pro at 
the Supersonics Tennis Club in 
Seattle and the No. 1 ranked 
player in the Pacific North¬ 
west, had explained there 
wasn’t yet the same pressure 
on the main women's circuit 
to warrant a women’s satellite 
circuit as such, Rhomberg 
said his firm would put for¬ 
ward another $400 for 
women’s events. 

The men players are 
competing for a total of $17,000 
. in the seven tournaments. But 
at the end of it all there is a 
bigger plum than just the 
money. 

Points are awarded in each 
tournament—10 points for the 
winner of an event, seven for 
the runner-up, five for 
each of the losing semi- 
finalists, four each for the 
losing quarter-finalists, two 
for losers in the round of 16 
and one each for the round 
before that. The top two in the 
points table earn the right to 
go straight into the main draw 
at Forest Hills, a much-prized 
privilege. And the next two in 
the standings make it into the 
Forest Hills qualifying round. 


Getting on the circuit should 
give the B.C. Open, which last 
year had very light entries, a 
much-needed shot in the arm. 
Now, local players will have to 
vie for berths in the main 
draw of the men’s singles or 
battle through qualifying 
rounds. 

The top two in the circuit 
last year, Sherwood Stewart 
of Florida and Bill Brown of 
California, went on to play at 
Forest Hills and Stewart now 
plays in World Championship 
Tennis events. 

Accompanying Knight was 
Darrel Eden of Seattle, 
chairman of the PNW Satellite 
tour. 

“The satellite circuits, 
providing attractions for both 
players and spectators, are 
the best thing to happen to 
tennis in 25 years,” said Eden. 

Attending the briefing-cum- 
press conference for the 
recently-formed Vancouver 
Island Lawn Tennis 
Association were the 
president Greg Miller, vice- 
president Tony Simnett and 
information officer Dave 
McDonald. 

Victoria’s step onto the 
circuit is further evidence of 
the great interest increase in 
the sport here, which is all 
part of the world wide boom 
tennis is enjoying, McDonald 
said. 

In the U.S., the number of 
players has doubled to 15 
million in the last 10 years and 
in Canada the number is one 
million, twice what it was five 
years ago. 

“The game that used to 
belong to the country club 
set,” McDonald said with a 
smile “... has gone public in a 
big way!” 


A new tennis facility, the 
first in the area to provide 
indoor courts, is being 
planned for Victoria. 

It’s to be called the Playland 
Tennis Club, it will be con¬ 
structed as an extension to the 
Playland Curling Club, which 
is leasing the property, and 
the announcement was made 
late last week by Cyrus 
Rosenfield.

The building — there has 
been no decision as yet on the 
type of structure, would be 
about 120x240 feet and would 
be incorporated into the 
present building qwned by the 
Playland Curling Club. 

However, Rosenfield said, if 
early response was not as 
good as expected, it was

Festival opens two weeks of 
eight-to -10 hour daily sessions 
Friday. 

Music, poetry and dance 
from studios all over the area 
and from the mainland and 
upper island, will be on stage 
in various halls around the 
city. 

Supporting this enormous 
activity are a few dozen men 
and women volunteers who 
work day and night, running 
an office and staffing halls as 
they co-ordinate the multitude 
of details to maintain a 
smooth-running operation 

A group of nine adjudictors 
will be on hand, all but one 
Canadian, from universities 
and music centres across the 
country.

Car care 
lessons 
for ladies 

Women who want to know 
what's happening under the 
hood of their cars are being 
offered a six-session course in 
car care by the B.C. 
Automobile Association, 
starting April 8. 

The evening course, 7:30 to 
9:30 on Mondays and Wed¬ 
nesdays, will be non technical 
and concentrates on the basic 
structure and working of cars, 
said local BCAA manager Ray 
Elston. 

Most of the course will be 
films, although the class will 
visit a local garage to see how 
an oil change and lubrication 
job are done. 

Fee to BCAA members and 
non-members is $15, and only 
24 will be taken '; the class, 
said Elston. 

The pilot course may be 
repeated in other BCAA 
centres later, he said. 


WATER MISHAP MAGIC? 


With the aid of a $10,000 
federal ministry of transport 
research grant. three 
University of Victoria 
scientists are trying to devise 
a new thermal lifejacket for 
boaters. 

The researchers are Drs. 
Martin Collis, John Hayward 
and John Eckerson. 

Collis said the recom¬ 
mended water safety 
technique called drown 
proofing is the worst possible 
wa\ of trying to survive in 
cold water. 

In drownproofing, the 
person keeps afloat by 
pressing down with the arms 
until the head is above water, 
taking a deep breath at in¬ 
tervals. sinking passively for 
a few seconds before 
repeating the procedure 

Collis said too much body 
heat is lost by this method. In 
50-degree Fahrenheit water, 
an average person wearing an 
average amount of clothing is 
likely to survive. 

Collis said the next worst 
thing to do is to swim or tread 
water. A person may last 
about 50 minutes this way. 

Collis gave some com¬ 
parisons — 

—A standard lifejacket will 


keep a person conscious about 
one hour. 

—A standard lifejacket plus 
the adoption of a fetal position 
with arms tucked close to the 
side is good for about one hour 
and 35 minutes. 

—A properly designed 
flotation jacket will keep a 
person conscious for about 
two hours. 

—A wet suit, three hours. 

— A n e w 1 y - c o n c e i v e d 

thermasuit." plus inflatable 
ring in which the person can 
sit, will keep him or her warm 
enough to survive for 10 or 
more hours. 

Collis said too much em¬ 
phasis. up to now. has been 
placed on flotation, ignoring 
the fact that greatest danger 
comes from dropping body 
temperature, loss of con¬ 
sciousness, and fibrillation of 
the heart. 

Children are particularly 
susceptible to cold, Collis said, 
and he recommended children 
be held close to the bodies of 
adults or clustered in a group 
in the water to ma intain body 
temperature. 

Experiments carried out off 
the coast show a cluster of 
three people close together is 


an effective method of sur¬ 
vival. 

Collis gave some practical 
pointers:— 

—Research shows it's 
foolish to try to swim for shore 
from a boating accident if the 
distance is more than one 
mile. 

—Alcohol quickens the 
cooling process and does not 
keep a person warm. 

—After an incident, get out 
of the water onto an upturned 
boat, raft or inflatable ring. 
Collis recommends every 
boatmen should carry an 
inflatable ring folded in a 
pocket. 

'If you start exercising out 
of the water,” he said, “you’ll 
probably gain some heat. This 
is physically impossible in the 
water.” 

Collis warned swimming 
produces a precipitous drop in 
body temperature within 30 
minutes so it's wise to keep as 
still as possible if a person is 
forced to stay in the water. 

"Try to protect the 
stomach, chest, sides, and 
groin from heat loss.” he 
cautioned.

Health food fad dubious, 
official report reveals 


So-called health foods are ol 
no greater nutritional value 
than traditional counterparts 
sold in supermarkets, ac¬ 
cording to Dr. A. B. Morrison, 
federal assistant deputy 
minister of health and 
welfare. 

“There is not the slightest 
bit of evidence to show that 
this is true," he told about 500 
people attending a Saturday 
feed fare in victoria. 

A recent study ccmpred 
health and traditional foods 
for composition, cost, 
microbial content, pesticide 
levels and contamination. 

“No major differences were 
detected,” he said. 

"These results parallel 
these obtained in Health 
Protection Branch 
laboratories. 

"I shudder,” said Dr. 
Morrison,” At some of the 
nutritional advice preferred 
by certain health food ad¬ 
vocates.” 

But, he added, the health 
food,industry has stimulated 
interest in nutrition, probably 
shewing a failure by the 
nutritional establishment to 
effectively communicate facts 
about food. 

"Few cf us would quarrel 
with the ideas cf moderate 
health food advocates con¬ 
cerning the advisability cf 
eating fresh, unprocessed 
feeds whenever possible. 

"For the sake cf cur 
nutritional health, cur esthetic 
satisfaction, and cur cultural 
integrity we should jealously 
guard our fresh food supply,” 
he said. 

The unwillingness cf 
inability cf governments, the 
feed industry and the health 
profession to provide 
necessary facts to consumers 
about Canada's food supply 
has raised consumer anxiety 
levels and contributed to the 
growth cf food quackery and 
nutritional nonsense. 

Canada's recently com¬ 
pleted national nutrition 
survey showed that a large 
proportion of Canadian adults 
are overweight; that iron 
deficiency affects large 
numbers cf Canadians; that 
there is a protein and calorie 
deficit among some pregnant 
women and children under 
five; that there is a shortage 
cf calcium and vitamin D in 
the diets cf many infants, 
children, adolescents and 
pregnant women; and that 
there is evidence cf Vicamin c 
deficiency especially among 
Eskimos and Indians. 

“It is impossible tc escape 
the conclusion that many of 
our nutritional problems are 
self-inflicted wounds,” said 
Morrison, noting there is an 
abundance of food available in 
Canada.

Lifestyle and changing food 
consumption are exerting an 
effect on the nutrition cf 
Canadians. 

There is an increasing 
consumption cf snack foods — 
the so-called junk or empty 
calorie foods. 

This is coupled with a 
decreasing consumption cf 
milk, whole grain cereals and 
potatoes, except for chips and 
french fried, and decreasing 
physical activity. 

Increasingly meals are 
being eaten away from home, 
while at heme there is more 
nibbling and less cf the 
traditional three square meals 
a day. 

As a result the housewife 
has less control ever the food 
eaten by her family, sc that 
food programs aimed at the 
housewife can no longer be 
relied upon tc ensure the 
selection cf nutritionally 
adequate diets, said Dr. 
Morrison. 

The federal government is 
trying tc devise ways in which 
the nutritional value of snack 
feeds can be improved, he 
said. 

The present policy is that 
snacks contributing more 
than 200 calories in a 
reasonable daily intake and 
for which nutritional claims 
are made, must contain 
nutrients in proportion tc 
calories. 

"Unfortunately the food 
industry has not responded tc 
the challenge tc produce 
nutritionally balanced low- 
caloric snacks," he said. 
"Although I understand some 
are being developed.’’ 

The government is also 
preparing regulations to 
govern food substitutes such 
as meat substitutes made 
from soy protein, sc that the 
substitutes will have the same

nutritional value as the foods 
they replace. 

The foods will also have tc 
be labelled and represented in 
ways which will not permit 
them tc be confused with 
traditional foods, or to trade 
on the name cf that food. 

Nutrition education 
programs have not been 
successful in the past, perhaps 
because cf an inability tc 
compete with the 
sophisticated advertising 
techniques cf the food in¬ 
dustry. 

"We must learn to motivate 
Canadians to actively seek 
foods cf improved nutritional 
value,” he said. 

"Since our piajor 
nutritional problem — obesity 
— is closely related tc 
lifestyle, we must also learn 
how tc motivate cur people tc 
live mere active lives, thereby 


utilizing tseme cf the calories 
we now store as fat.” 

Special efforts must be 
made tc meet the needs cf 
special groups, such as 
pregnant women, native 
people, the poor and 
adolescents.

Martin Lukaitis 
recently suggested this idea to 
city council members and 
they in turn decided to have 
their representative on the 
Cowichan Exhibition Board, 
Aid. Ted Fox, suggest it to the 
board. 

Lukaitis reasoned that 
because the Cowichan 
Exhibition Grounds, com¬ 
prising several acres of 
valuable land, is unused ex¬ 
cept for the three-day fall fair 
and a few other events, it 
could be put to good use. 

According to Lukaitis, the 
exhibition grounds would fill 
all requirements for a suc¬ 
cessful market place — suf¬ 
ficient parking, enough space 
for stalls, sheltered areas and 
location.

Stebbins, as she looked from 
the gnarled four-foot trunk to 
the ground where four local 
children had slept over night 
to keep workmen at bay. 

“To cut it down would really 
be a crime,” Mrs. Stebbins 
continued. “‘The tree could 
live to be 400 to 500 years old — 
longer than the house will 
exist.”

Philbrook's Shipyard in Sidney carries 40 men on payroll 


Owner explains success formula 

Local shipyard thriving 


While small shipyards on 
the mainland are being 
scuttled through lack of 
business, Philbrook's 
Shipyard in Sidney is thriving. 

With about 40 men on 
payroll, president Don Dobie 
explains his formula for 
success. 

“It’s a tough industry.” 
Dobie said, “and you have to 
watch you don't get overex¬ 
tended. You must control your 
costs and maintain a good 
crew.” 

Dobie took over Philbrook’s 
four years ago. He has a love 
of boats, whicji isn’t enough in 
an industry that's highly 
competitive and is en¬ 
countering further problems 
from the energy crisis, which 
has cut down the supply of 
resin used in fibreglass boats. 

At 37, however, Dobie has a 
business and academic 
background that keeps him 
one step ahead in an industry 
whose nuances have spelled 
financial disaster to others 
less astute. 


His love of boats is com¬ 
bined with knowledge gained 
in the computer industry as an 
engineer, and his business 
acumen is backed up with a 
master's degree in ad¬ 
ministration. 

Some yards that have gone 
out of business on Van¬ 
couver’s north shore con¬ 
centrated their production on 
boats in the medium size 
range of 20 to 28 feet. 

This is not the road to 
survival, says Dobie: 

"It is more logical to build 
bigger boats,” he said, ‘‘The 
amount of resin you need is 
less than that used up in 
several small boats but your 
labor force remains as high.” 

Under construction at the 
yard are two fiberglass ket¬ 
ches, a Bill Garden-designed 
56-footer and a 40-foot Ross. A 
41-foot Huntingford sloop is 
also under way. 

Largest boat under con¬ 
struction is a 65-foot fisheries 
patrol boat with a price tag of 
$384,000.

He has published a Number 
of books including two recent 
ones, Where Do Anglicans 
Stand 9 and Modern 
Eucharistic Agreement.

If the energy crisis has 
brought about a change in 
production at Philbrook’s, it’s 
also resulted in a different 
type of clientele. 

Philbrook’s long had a name 
in the marine industry for 
plush expensive power 
cruisers. 

‘‘There’ll be a lot of 
pressure about the con¬ 
sumption of fuel, sooner or 
later,” pobie said, “This 
makes people switch from 
power to sail. There’s also the 
stigma attached to using a lot 
of fuel.” 

He added another more 
romantic reason: 

“A lot of people now are 
figuring that in a sailboat you 
can dream of going anywhere. 
You can’t do that in a power 
boat.” 

Delayed deliveries of 
supplies, plaguing other 
yards, is not a problem at 
Philbrook’s. 

"We have our own machine 
and propeller shops,” Dobie 
explained, ‘‘and make 
practically everything our¬ 
selves. It cuts costs and we 
have our destiny in our own 


hands as far as supplies are 
concerned." 

If other fine tooling is 
concerned, Philbrook’s can 
also draw on its sister com¬ 
pany, Harjim Machine Works, 
formed in June 1971, which 
operates at Rock Bay and Bay 
in Victoria. 

Philbrook’s has a modern 
shed nearing completion at 
the corner of Mills and Mc¬ 
Donald in Sidney. With a 
clearance of 20 feet and length 
of 100 feet, the modern con¬ 
crete building has been 
carefully designed to give 
adequate ventilation, lighting 
and other amenities needed 
for fiberglass boat con¬ 
struction. 

Dobie is proud of the fact his 
company has proven able to 
more than hold its own in such 
commercial fields as the 
fishery boat and her sister 
ships.

Logging 

breaking 

tradition 


PARKSVILLE - Logging 
has traditionally been a man’s 
occupation but the tradition is 
breaking as more women are 
finding their way into the 
woods. 

Ruth McArthur, 19, of Hope, 
is one of them. She’s employed 
by the B.C. Forest Service as 
a weight scaler at MacMillan 
Bloedel's Northwest Bay 
division. 

Each day she calculates the 
volume of timber hauled from 
adjoining forests to the 
company sorting area ad¬ 
jacent to the bay. Her 
calculations form the basis for 
royalties the company pays 
the provincial government for 
the timber. 

She began as a weight 
scaler last September after 
spending the summer in 
Enderby as part of an all¬ 
women forest service 
firefighting team. 

“There are lots of jobs in the 
woods that I think women are 
capable of handling,” she 
said, "It’s not a women’s 
liberation thing as far as I’m 
concerned. I think the in¬ 
dustry is getting pretty well 
populated with women. I 
haven’t been at this job that 
long, but I haven’t had any 
trouble with guys resenting 
my being here.” 

Her Northwest Bay station 
is pretty tidy. Each day she 
vacuums the floor, dusts the 
furniture and keeps the 
windows spotless. When the 
station’s clean and there’s 
nothing to weigh, she fills her 
time playing a recorder. 

Later this year she hopes to 
fill her spare time studying a 
forestry correspondence 
course.

Anglicans 
after guide 
to Easter 


The most meaningful way to 
observe Holy Week and 
Easter is to follow the events 
leading up to the crucifixion of 
Christ day by day, according 
to Dean Brian Whitlow of 
Christ Church Anglican 
Cathedral. 

With this in mind, the 
cathedral has had booklets 
printed to aid its members in 
attending and following 
services throughout Holy 
Week, starting With Palm 
Sunday, April 7. 

“On Palm Sunday we see a 
lot of people in church and 
again on Easter Day, but not 
in between,” the dean said. 
“That is why we have 
arranged for every cathedral 
member to get one of our 
booklets. We’ve had about 
2,500 printed.” 

“It’s really a message from 
the dean about the events of 
Holy Week, showing the unity 
of all that happens during that 
week," he added. 

The dean looks upon the week 
as a time when redemption is 
enacted in Christian hearts. 
“It is not just a com¬ 
memoration of the 2,000-year- 
old events. It is something 
that is relevant and vital 
today.’’ 

In communion classes, the 
dean said, he describes the 
church year in terms of a 
comic strip with four frames 
being published every Sun¬ 
day. It reaches its climax 
during Holy Week. 

“We re trying to make 
people see what it was like and 
feel as if they ’d been there. By 
coming to all the services in 
Holy Week they will be more 
likely to get close to the ex¬ 
perience,” the dean said. “It 
is a time for the individual to 
surrender his will to Christ 
and to go into a self-surrender 
almost like death, willing his 
life over to God, then finding 
that he can rise again. It is a 
valid experience and a true 
one.” 

Parishioners will follow the 
dramatic happenings from 
Christ’s entry into Jerusalem 
on Palm Sunday through 
Maundy Thursday when the 
disciples celebrated the Last 
Supper in the Upper Room to 
Good Friday, the darkest day 
of the year. 

Monday. Tuesday and 
Wednesday will be days of 
quiet participation in the 
eucharist. 

When the congregation 
leaves the cathedral Good 
Friday, the dean explained, it 
will be bleak and bare and 
dark. At 11 p.m. Easter Eve 
the people will gather again at 
the door of the church where 
the Pascal candle will be lit 
with the new fire. 


The congregation will carry 
individual candles and will 
light them from the Pascal 
candle. 

“There will be a stream of 
light as they go into the 
darkened cathedral,” the 
dean said. “Suddenly the 
organ will boom out and 
everybody can make some 
sort of sound. Some will have 
gongs and bells.” 

Then the lights of the 
cathedral will go on and th^ 
scene will be white and bright 
with music and flowers. A 
shout will go up from the 
people — Christ is risen. This 
will mark the end of Holy 
Week and the beginning of 
Easter. 

Anglicans at this time 
reaffirm their baptismal 
vows. There will be an adult 
baptism at the midnight 
service and, during that time, 
the congregation will renew 
vows.

Eggs, politics 
'in bad taste' 


Vancouver Island Egg 
Producers Association will not 
get involved in “bad politics” 
by commenting on the validity 
of either side in the current 
legislature controversy on egg 
marketing. 

“Basically it’s in bad 
taste,” said Gordon Galey, 
association president, “and 
we don’t want to get involved 
in the strictly political 
situation" surrounding af¬ 
fidavits signed by former egg 
board members accusing 
Premier Dave Barrett of 
pressuring the egg marketing 
board. 

The affidavits, signed by 
William Brundson and John 
Unger of Vancouver Island, 
allege Barrett pressured the 
board to reduce levies owed 
by Prince George producer 
and NDP supporter Savo 
Kovachich to $7,500 from 
$ 21 , 000 . 

“I don’t think that either one 
is exactly right, but both are 
not all wrong," said Galey, 
who owns Cordova Bay 
Poultry. 

He made his comments 
after a meeting this week 
called by the association to 
consider the situation. 

“Egg production in the 


province is in a real mess and 
it hasn't been getting better. 
The public has had enough of 
it too." 

While politicians are 
playing their “in the house, 
out of the house political 
manoeuverings” prices are 
continuing their never-ending 
spiral. “And 1 don’t know 
where the end is going to be,” 
he added. 

Galey said this week’s 
three-cent a dozen price hike 
on eggs, paid to producers and 
announced by the B.C. Egg 
Marketing Board, has already 
been eaten up by an increase 
in the price of grain. 

The price of starter pullets 
— bought for egg purposes at 
21 weeks of age — has gone 
from $1.75 this time last year 
to $2.60 now, he added. “That 
too is due mainly from in¬ 
creased feed prices.”
